mayor of the city. Colonel Oakley 
was the embodiment of a high type 
of citizenship. He believed in mu- 
nicipal progress and was a rugged 
and 
consistent 
advocate 
of civic 


cleanliness. His administration as 
mayor of Fort Wayne to an eminent 
degree embodied .his ideas of mu- 
nicipal government. He believed in 
enforcement of the laws, and when 
elected upon a platform pledging to 
the people such an administration he 
undertook faithfully to redeem the 
promise. His inauguration as mayor 
upon a now charter 
clothing 
the 


mayoralty with powers 
well nigh 


absolute was followed by a policy 
that was a revolution of the old order 
of things in Tort Wayne. He at once 
adopted and throughout his admin- 
istration enforced a policy that came 
nearer exemplifying 
the spirit and 


intent of the laws than any regims 
the city had known before or has 
known since. It was a rational and 
wholesome innovation that the city 
had too brief experience of. 


Of course, Mayor Oakley's way of 


enforcing the laws brought 
down 


upon him the maledictions of the in- 
terests immediately affected by the 
new regime when saloons were com- 
pelled to close at the times desig- 
nated by law and gambling 
was 


really prohibited,

moved. Mr. Stapleford will be noti- 
fied of the decision and will be given 
a reasonable time to comply with the 
order 
of the board 
requiring the 


demolition of tho structures. In case 
the order is disregarded the city will 
proceed with the removal of the ob- 
jectionable shacks and the expense of 
the same will be charged against the 
property which is owned by Mr. Staple- 
lord, and will lie as a lien. The ordi- 
nance providing for the condemnation 
of buildings also provides for a fine of 
from ?10 to $100 for each day that the 
owner of any structure refuses to com- 
ply with an order for its removal and 
also provides that in certain cases the 
board may enter upon the premises 
and proceed with the removal of dan- 
gerous buildings without any prelimin- 
ary proceedings whatever.
